The reason it is impossible to comply with your re- 

quest is because the value of a coin depemis not on 

the wariety but on the condition of the piece that ~ 

ha ppend@, tohpbe under consideration and there is no 

sound criterion which will enable one to accurately 

describe this “condition” - a piece which you might 

think was in good condition probably would not be so 
considered by a dealer who considered its purchase. 

Pieces of even rare issues, «hen they are in poor 

condition, will command no prenium whatever, whereas 

a fine specimen from the same pair of dies might 

command a considerable sum. The pricg listed by 

dealers in such books as those referred to above 

often take this into cons ideration and offer less 

than they would be willing to pay for specimens in 

the very best of condition. If this information 

proves to be of service to you, I shall be very glad.
